Surplus Eighty Millions. 

Washington.—At a recent Cabinet 
meeting„ Secretary Gage announced iiis 
estimate complete would show an ex¬ 
cess of receipts over expenditures Jor 
the present fiscal year of $80,000,000, 
and an excess of receipts for the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1900, of $30,000,- 
000. This estimate for the next fiscal 
year, however, is based on the theory 
that the present revenue laws will re¬ 
main in force. 


Reduced Puget Sound Salmon Pack. 

Seattle, Wash.—The official esti¬ 
mate of the pack of the Puget sound 
salmon canneries, made public, shows 
a decrease of over 50 per cent from the 
pack of 1899, due to the absence of the 
humpback salmon, which run only once 
in two years, and the partial failure of 
the sockeye run. The nineteen prin¬ 
cipal canneries of the Sound produced 
this season 432,031 cases, valued at 
approximately $2,348,142. 

Twenty Year* for a Burglar. 

Chicago. — James A. Dunlap, the 
leader of several bands of bank bur¬ 
glars, one of which robbed the North¬ 
ampton (Mass.) Bank of $10,000, con¬ 
fessed at Watseka, Ill., to looting Plates’ 
Bank at Wellington, Ill., on March 
23d last. He was sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment, the extreme limit 
or robbery. 

Plague Among African Tribes. 

Cape Town.—An outbreak of bu¬ 
bonic plague is reported among the 
natives of Szinyoka, near King Wil- 
liamstown. Precautions are being 
taken to prevent the spread of the dis¬ 
ease among the whites. 

New Guns for Indian Army. 

London. — “The Indian Govern¬ 
ment,” says the Simla correspondent 
of the of the Daily Mail, “is abont 
to spend £2,000,000 on new guns for the 
Indian army.” 


TELEGRAPHIC RESUME 

Things That Have Happened All 
Over the Country 

MENTIONED IN THESE PARAGRAPHS. 


Selections That Will Greatly Interest 
Onr Readers Both Old 
and Young. 

A telegram from the German head¬ 
quarters in Peking says: Colonel 

York’s column on November 14th 
reached Tsha Tau, on the great wall 
northwest of the capital. A large force 
of Chinese cavalry had just eracuted 
the place. 

A cable from Belfast says: Seven 
hundred tons of ship plates made 
the by I.ukens Iron Company of Penn¬ 
sylvania have been rejected by the con¬ 
signees here. It is stated that the 
plates failed to meet the requirements 
of Lloyd’s survey. 

General MacArthur has notified the 
War Department that Second Lieu¬ 
tenant Palmer G. Wood Jr., Twelfth 
Infantry, died of malarial fever at San 
Juan de Guimla, Luzon. Lieutenant 
Wood was the son of Major Palmer 
Wood, Forty-first Volunteer Infantry, 
Captain of the Twelfth Infantry. 

General Wheaton, commanding in 
the Department of Northern Luzon, is 
sending re-enforcements to General 
Young's provinces, where the natives 
under Generals Tinio and Aglipay, the 
excommunicated Filipino priest, are 
ehowing signs of restlessness, deserting 
the domiciles that they have occupied 
during the rainy season and joining, 
under compulsion of fear, the insurg¬ 
ents in the mountains. 

General McArthur has gone to Subig 
Bay with Admiral Remoy on the cruis¬ 
er Brooklyn for the purpose of examin¬ 
ing the locality. It is probable that 
1800 marines now in Philippine waters 
will be used to relieve certain army 
posts rendering the relieved soldiers 
available for other and more urgent 
duties. It is understood that General 
MacArthur is considering the question 
of establishing more marines in the 
vicinity of Subig. 

Attorney -General Griggs has de¬ 
cided the members of the International 
Arbitration Commission selected by the 
President under the terms of the 
treaty agreed upon by The Hague peace 
conference are not subject to confirma¬ 
tion by the Senate of the United 
States. The President already has 
selected former President Harrison and 
former Senator George Gray of Dela¬ 
ware as members of this Commission, 
and they have accepted. Two other 
members are still to be seletced. 

After being notified that some frag¬ 
ments of bones of a human being had 
been found on the prairie near Limon, 
Col., Coroner Brown and a jurj sum¬ 
moned by him gathered up the scarcely 
visible “remains” of John Porter, and 
buried them in a small box at the 
scene of the lynching. The jurors 
signed a verdict to the effect that the 
remains were those of John Porter, and 
that “the death was at the hands of 
parties unknown.” 

Dr. W. A. P. Martin, president of 
the Imperial University in Peking, the 
other day gave out an open letter in 
which he takes exception to some re¬ 
cently printed newspaper articles which 
advise moderation in the treatment of 
the Chinese. He says, in effect, that 
if the ruling powers in China were of 
Chinese strain there might be some ex¬ 
cuse for moderation, hut he calls the 
Empress Dowager a “ Tartar and 
usurper, who follows the traditions of 
the Grand Kahn and treats Embassa¬ 
dors with contumely.” Dr. Martin 
says the readiest road to peace and 
order is the restoration of the young 
Emperor, and contends that no penalty 
can be too severe to inflict upon the 
Chinese for the murder of our mission- 


GOLD DUST FROM NORTHWEST. 

More Than Twenty Millions the Yield 
in Nine Months of This Year. 

Chicago.—More than $20,000,000 in 
gold dust and bullion came out of 
Alaska, British Columbia, Northwest 
Territory, Washington, Idaho and 
Oregon between January 1st and Octo¬ 
ber 24th this year. H. C. Cherrier, 
the Chicago agent of theJGreat North¬ 
ern Railroad, has received from R. C. 
Stevens, the general Western passenger 
agent of that line, a report of the as- 
sayer in charge of the United States 
Assay Office at Seattle. 

The report showed that 6208 de¬ 
posits, aggregating 1.243,163 ounces of 
gold dust and bullion, had been han¬ 
dled in the assay office between those 
two dates, the value of the gold being 
$20,166,697. It also showed that 
$16,374,488 worth of the yellow metal 
came from the Klondike region, $2,- 
710,421 from the Cape Nome district, 
$462,893 from other Alaskan districts, 
$493,116 from the Atlin district in 
British Columbia, and $125,762 from 
'Washington, Idaho and Oregon. Stev¬ 
ens secured this statement to show that 
the reports of comparatively small 
yields in the gold districts in the sea¬ 
son ended October 24th were manu fac¬ 
tored by prospectors with hard-lack 
stories to toll when they returned to 
this country. 


ROSEBERY TO BRITONS. _ 
DeeUm England Matt Fight to Hold 
Her Plaee In the World. 

Glasgow.—The Earl of Rosebery has 
been installed as lord-roctor of Glas¬ 
gow University. His rectorial ad¬ 
dress on the subject of “The British 
Empire” was a stirring appeal to the 
race to realize its responsibilities and 
to prepare to fight for its existence. 

Never, said his lordsihp, did kite em¬ 
pire so urgently require the strenuous 
support of its subjects, because there 
was a disposition abroad to challenge 
both its naval and its commercial su¬ 
premacy. The twentieth century, he 
declared, would lie a period of keen, 
intelligent and almost fierce inter¬ 
national competition, more so, prob¬ 
ably, in the arts of peace even than in 
the arts of war. 

Therefore, he added, it is necessary 
to undertake periodical stock-taking, 
to remodel the state machinery and 
educational methods, and to become 
buBiness-like and thorough as warriors, 
merchants and statesmen, and to look 
thoroughly to the training of first-rate 
men for the struggle ahead, as on these 
depended the future of the empire and 
the race. He thought the now anti¬ 
quated methods of training had almost 
resulted in commercial disaster, and 
the time had arrived to reconsider the 
educational apparatus. 

Lord Rosebery asserted that, but for 
the small incident of the acceptance of 
a peerage, the empire might have been 
incalculably greater. Had the elder 
l’itt, when he became First Minister, 
not left the House of Commons he 
would probably have retained his 
sanity and authority, and he would 
have prevented or suppressed the reck¬ 
less budget of Townsend, induced 
George III. to listen to reason, intro¬ 
duced representatives of America into 
Parliament and reserved the thirteen 
colonies to the British crown. 

“It is fanciful to dwell for a mo¬ 
ment on what might have happened,” 
continued Lord Rosebery. “The re¬ 
form bill of 1832 would probably have 
been passed much earlier, for the new 
blood of America would have burst 
the old vessels of the Constitution. It 
would have provided a self-adjusting 
system of representation, such as now 
prevails in the United States, whereby 
the increasing population is propor¬ 
tionately represented. And at last, 
when the Americans held a majority of 
the seats, the empire would, perhaps, 
have been moved solemnly across the 
Atlantic and Great Britain would have 
become a historical shrine, the Euro¬ 
pean outpost of the world power, the 
greatest known, without bloodshed, the 
most sublime transference of power in 
the history of mankind. 

“Our conceptions can scarely picture 
the procession across the Atlantic of 
the greatest sovereign and the greatest 
fleet in the universe. Ministers, gov¬ 
ernments and Parliament departing 
solemnly for another hemisphere. Not 
as in the case of the Portuguese sover¬ 
eigns emigrating to Brazil under the 
spur of necessity, but under the vigor¬ 
ous embrace of the younger world 
America would have hung to the skirts 
of Britain and pulled her back out of 
European complications. She would 
have profoundly affected her foreign 
policy in the direction of peace, and 
her influence on her domestic policy 
would have been scarcely less potent. 
Probably she would have appeased and 
even contented Ireland. The ancient 
constitution of Britain would have 
been rendered more comprehensive 
and more elastic. 

“On the other hand, the American 
yearning for liberty would have taken 
a different form; would have blended 
with other traditions and flowed into 
other molds. Above all, there would 
have been no separation, no War of 
Independence, no War of 1812, with 
all the bitter memories these have left 
in America. To secure that priceless 
boon I could be satsified to see the 
British Federal Parliament sitting in 
Columbian territory.” 

When dealing with the awakening 
of the nations during the last half cen¬ 
tury to the necessity of colonizing. 
Lord Rosebery described the United 
States as sitting like a startled hen on 
a brood of unnumbered islands in the 
Philippines group.” 

Comstock to Resume His Raids. 

New York.—It is announced that 
the Society for the Suppression of Vice, 
of which Anthony Comstock is the 
head, will soon begin the most ex¬ 
tensive raid of poolrooms and gambling 
dens ever undcrakcn in this city. The 
work of obtaining evidence has been 
under way for some time and the Com¬ 
stock society has received the aid of 
many citizens, who have formed them¬ 
selves into an organization known as 
the Anti-Vice Society of New York. 
The evidence collected has been turned 
over to District Attorney Gardiner. 

Two Views of Army Canteen. 

New York.—At the annual dinner 
of the international committee of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
at the Hotel Savoy the feature of the 
evening was the address by Major- 
General Brooke, commander of the De¬ 
partment of the East, who surprised 
some of his hearers by saying that the 
canteen was a good thing for the Army. 
Rear-Admiral Barker, commanding 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, followed 
Major-General Brooke and at once 
characterized the canteen as an "abom¬ 
ination.” 


10 PUNISH LEADERS. 


China Proposes to Send Prince 
Tuan to Prison for Life. 

OTHERS WILL LOSE THEIR RANK. 


Washington Government Known to Dle- 
approve of the Expeditions That Are 
Being Sent Out by Waldersee. 
_ 

Washington.—Minister Wu has re¬ 
ceived from Director-General Sheng 
the following cablegram, which lie has 
jeommunicated to Secretary Hay: 

“An imperial decree of November 
13th deprives Prince Tunn and Prince 
Chwang of their ranks and offices and 
orders them to be imprisoned for life; 
Prince Yih and Secondary Prince Ying 
to be imprisoned; Secondary Prince 
Lien to be deprived of fiis rank; Duke 
Lan and Ying Nion to be degraded in 
rank; Kang Yi being dead, no penalty 
can be imposed upon him, and Chao 
Shu Chiao to be degraded, but retained 
in office; Y’u Hsien to be exiled to 
the farthest boundary.” 

The Chinese officials mentioned in 
the decree are among the highest in 
China and comprise most, if not all, 
of those against whom the powers de¬ 
manded rigorous punishment. Prince 
Tuan stands at the head of the anti- 
foreign and Boxer movement. Previous 
edicts have degraded him and taken 
away his office and servants, but this 
judgment of life imprisonment is the 
most severe thus far given to any of 
the leaders responsible for the trouble. 

From a Chinese standpoint it is an 
extreme penalty to a prince of the 
blood, but it remains to be seen 
whether the powers will regard it 
adequate to Prince Tuan’s offense. 
The others mentioned were Tuan’s 
active associates, and two of thorn were 
specifically mentioned for punishment 
along with Tunn m Secretary Hay's 
note of October 3d, advising the 
Chinese Government that this country 
would expect these officials to receive 
their just deserts. Kang Yi is one of 
the officials who died suddenly when 
the demands for punishment had been 
fnade, probably by suicide. Yu Hsien 
is Another who was thought to have 
committed suicide, but the edict indi¬ 
cates that he is still alive. 

As the Ministers at Peking have also 
been considering the question of pun¬ 
ishment, it will develop speedily when 
the} lay their demands before the 
Chinese envoys whether the edict of 
Chinese Emperor gives punish¬ 
ments which are regarded as adequate 
to fit the crimes. 


TANGLED LAND DECISIONS. 

Interior Department’* Finn! Straighten¬ 
ing ef Matter*. 

Washington.—The Secretary of the 
Interior has recalled previous depart¬ 
mental action which reversed a de¬ 
cision of the General Land Office, 
granting the application of David Jacks 
to purchase twenty lots, known as the 
Monterey Pueblo grant of San Fran¬ 
cisco. This tract began at the mouth 
of the Monterey river, ran up the 
stream to Pilarcitos, along the Canada 
to Laguna Seca on the road to the 
Presidio, then along the mountain of 
San Carlos to Point Cypress and along 
the coast back to the mouth of the 
Monterey. This land had been con¬ 
veyed to Jacks by the city Febnrary 9, 
1859. It was shown in the evidence 
that he had occupied and improved 
the lands by making roads for hauling 
water to his sheep camps, dug wells, 
made drinking places for stock, camp 
for a horse range and fenced the place, 
making a total cost of $6000. Then 
Daniel Bellard and others entered this 
tract thorugh breaches made in Jacks’ 
fence and made application to enter 
the lands under the homestead laws. 
Local officers allowed this application, 
which, upon appeals by Jacks, the 
General Land Office reversed by grant¬ 
ing Jacks’ permission to purchase, 
which in turn was reversed by the In¬ 
terior Department, which now vacates 
that decision and gives Jacks full per¬ 
mission to purchase the whole tract. 
The Secretary has also dismissed the 
appeal of Henry D. Starr against Na¬ 
thaniel Squires and John T. Troy for 
land in Marysville, which case had 
lieen twice appealed. 

The Controller of the Currency has 
approved the application for the organ¬ 
ization of the First National Bank of 
Fullerton, Cal., capital $50,000. The. 
incorjiorators are: B. G. Balcora, J. 
F. Davis, Jacob Stern, Robert Mears, 
A. C. Bowers and Paul Seeger. 

Lin Shen Chow, a Chinese interpre¬ 
ter at Honolulu, has been dismissed 
for accepting $40 in two cases of Chi¬ 
nese trying to come into this couutry. 

Yates & Co., San Francsico, have 
been given the contract at $416 for 
furnishing paints aiuToils to the quar¬ 
antine station. 

E. F. Welch has been appointed 
Postmaster at Elmdaie, Stanislaus 
county, vice Perry S. Martin, resigned. 
Martha L. Metgzer has been commis¬ 
sioned Postmaster at Quartz, Tuolumne 
county. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Alva S. 
Pinto, Omaha, Neb., has been ordered 
to San Francisco for duty in the Phil¬ 
ippines. Sergeant Charles MacCub- 
bin. Company B, Eighteenth Infantry, 
Fort Uaton, Cal., baa been discharged. 


MANILA TO BE A GBEAT PORT. 

ComnlHloin TiASm* a Bright Future 
for the Ialand Capital. 

Cincinnati.—A manufacturer of this 
city who has been in correspondence 
on the subject of tariffs in the Philip¬ 
pines with William H. Taft of the 
Philippine Commission, has received a 
letter from Judge Taft, in which he 
says: “I was very interested in your 
letter and am glad you took the trouble 
to send a paper on the tariff which we 
are about to make up. We have just 
passed a civil service law, which is, 
on the whole, I think, the strictest 
law that has been passed under Ameri¬ 
can auspices. 

“I have no doubt we shall be able to 
work out successfully the problems be¬ 
fore us. I do not mean to say there 
are not a great many difficulties with 
the policy of the Government toward 
these islands to be settled, but I do 
mean to say there are none of them 
insuperable. We eertainly need new 
banking facilities here and we need 
better harbor facilities. When the 
harbor facilities are better, doubtless 
direct American lines will bo estab¬ 
lished to Manila. 1 feel confident 
Manila will become one of the great 
ports of the Orient. Only the surface 
of the possible prospective and busi¬ 
ness of these islands has been 
scratched. 

“When you speak of letting Chinese 
into these islands you touch a question 
that has a great many dangers con¬ 
nected with it and I could not now ex¬ 
press an opinion on the subject.” 

BRITISH VIEWS OF AMERICANS. 

Morgan IVmilling the Text for I.ecture* 
on Love of Display on This Side. 

London.—The British specials giving 
descriptions of the Morgan-Satterlee 
wedding are almost entirely devoted to 
its pecuniary features, giving the im¬ 
pression that it was a repetition of the 
Bradley-Martin ball. As a natural 
result the London papers indulge in 
such comment as this from the West¬ 
minster Gazette: “The reputation of 
Americans of a certain typo for vulgar 
ostentation seems to have been ex-' 
ceedingly well sustained at the wed¬ 
ding,” and so on in a similar strain. 

Another curious piece of informat ion 
on American matters is contained in 
the London Daily Telegraph's descrip¬ 
tion of society among women of Lon¬ 
don, in which it is gravely asserted 
that “when an American lias made a 
fortune he finds it almost impossible 
to live quietly in his own country. 
The chief attraction is England, where 
Americans can escape the newspapers.” 

This is tlie chief reason, according to 
the Daily Telegraph, why the Ameri¬ 
can colony in London increases, though 
it admits that many love to come here 
for the sake of the country alone and 
“because it makes them feel like 
being on a visit to their grandmother’s 
home, where everything is dignified, 
proper and nice.” 

Population of Kentucky* 

Washington.—The population of the 
State of Kentucky as officially an¬ 
nounced by the Census Bureau is 
2,147,174, against 1,858,635 in 1890. 
This is an increase of 288,539, or 15.5 
per cent. The population in 1880 was 
1,648,690, showing an increase of 209,- 
945, or 12.7 per cent, from 1880 to 
1890. 

The population of Michigan as an¬ 
nounced by the Census Bureau is 2,- 
420 982, as against 2,093,889 in 1890. 
This is an increase of 327,093, or 15.6 
per cent. 

Roaalund Mine’* Big Output. 

Vancouver, B. C. — There is great 
satisfaction over the season’s results of 
tiie Le Roi copper-gold mine at Ross- 
land, which is now much the largest 
and most valuable producer of the 
mines of the province. Its big output 
of 1899 has been vastly exceeded, and 
the yield of the mine for the year to 
dute represents no less than 137,000 
tons of ore, valued at $1,500,000. It 
has enabled Rossland to make an out¬ 
put fo? the year to date of 180,000 
tons, which will probably reacli 220,- 
000 tons in amount and over $2,500,- 
000 in value by the end of the year. 

Watson Designing New Racing Yacht*. 

New Y’ork.—A cable to the Sun from 
London says: It is stated that George 
L. Watson has received a free hand 
in designing two new yachts, one of 
which is to be built by the Dennys 
and the other by Henderson. One 
of these boats is for Emperor William 
and the other is Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
cup challenger Sliomrock II, but it 
cannot be ascertained which is which. 
It is also annouced that Sir Thomas 
Lipton will take both the old and new 
Shamrocks to the United States. 

Cudahy Fucking Companies Incorporate. 

Chicago.—The John Cudahy Packing 
and Provision Company has been in¬ 
corporated at Springfield as the first 
step in organizing a $10,000,000 cor¬ 
poration embracing all John Cudahy’s 
packing interests. Almost at the same 
time the Cudahy Packing Company, 
which is controlled by Michael Cud¬ 
ahy, gave notice of an increase of capi¬ 
tal from $3,500,000 to $7,000,000. 

Complete teturns from the Idaho 
election show an average plurality of 
1898 for Bryan Electors. Hunt 
(fusion) has a plurality of 2233 for 
Governor and Glenn (fusion) for Con¬ 
gress beats Morrison by 1193.

Make the Stable* Warm. 

Mr. T. B. Terry, in Practical Farmer, 
gives good advice about making tbw 
stables warm and should be acted 
upon now. Now is the time to attend 
to this, if it hasn’t been done already. 
Many farmers are a little careless along- 
this line. Perhaps they think they 
will wait nntil they can build a new 
barn; but don’t. Make yourself and 
your animals comfortable this winter.

Line with straw on the inside, holding 
it in place with any old strips of 
boards, if you live in a cold climate and 
cannot do better. There can hardly 
be a reader so poor that he cannot make- 
his stables reasonably warm. Don’t 
neglect this matter, friends. It wilt 
save feed and make cows give more- 
milk. Bat then it is a pleasure to 
make all stock comfortable. The 
writer has been as hard up, probably,, 
as any of you, and still he fixed the 
stable in the old barn so it was quit** 
comfortable to do chores in there,, 
when tho cows were in, without any 
coat on in Any weather. You can do 
it. Get at it this month and be ready.- 
for the cold storms. You can sleep 
better when they come because your 
cows and young cattle and horses ar« 
warm. Of course when you build » 
new barn you will make the stable 
warm. Line it all around inside with 
1 .'a-inch flooring. This will be solid 
enough so nothing will kick it down, 
or a hole through it, and the matching 
will make it tight. In tho north you 
might well put paper under the boards. 
Wo used Norway pine lumber and it 
stands, as it is almost as bard as oak, 
you know. But fix up the old barn 
now and it will help yon to save money 
to build the new. Be comfortable as 
you can as you go along

It is only fifty years since the possi¬ 
bility of sending telegraphic messages 
under the sea was first established; and 
the engineer who directed the laying of 
the first ocean cable, from Dover to the 
French cliffs on the other side of the 
English Channel, is still living in Eng¬ 
land. The cable soon ceased to work, 
but It was the precursor of the Atlantic 
cable which was paid out from the 
Great Eastern in lStlti, aud of the one 
hundred aud seventy thousand miles of 
ocean cable now In operation.

They Heldom Hee Money. 

It is hard to realize that iu the moun¬ 
tain districts or Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and North Carolina there 
are many places where money is almost 
unknown and skins of wild animals, 
butter aud eggs and other commodities 
are still exchanged for coffee and sugar 
and calico. A recent visitor in this re¬ 
gion tells about seeing coon, squirrel 
and rabbit skins passed over tlie coun¬ 
ter of a country store ln exchange for 
groceries. The owner of the store said 
•hat sometimes he never saw any mon¬ 
ey for mouths at a time.

Small Horses in War. 

The experience of the British in South 
Africa is said to have demonstrated 
tlie superiority of small horses to large 
ones as draft animals iu the field ot 
hostilities. The small beasts can go

Captain Liddle, in describing the un¬ 
usual spectacle, said: 

It was about 0:30 in the morning of 
the 10 th, when we were in latitude 
23:14 and longitude 87:07, while off the 
northeast end of Campeche bank, in the ( 
Gulf of Mexico, that we observed a col¬ 
umn of water whirling in the air at a 
height of apparently sixty or seventy 
feet, and covering an area that appear¬ 
ed to be about 100 feet square. 

"The column, which looked like a 
mass of steam, made a beautiful sight 
as it shot into the air. All around it the 
water was foaming and frothing like 
breakers in a shoal. As to what it was. 

I don’t know; it looked like a volcanic 
eruption, though I never heard of any 
volcanoes in that region. It may have 
been due to au upheaval caused by an 
earthquake.” 

Captain Liddle said that the spectacle 
was visible for half au hour, and that 
as tlie King Bleddyn gradually sailed 
out of sight of it the water calmed 
down and then suddenly rose again, 
shooting a steaming column high into 
tlie air.

has accomplished wonders by the Intro¬ 
duction of manual methods in agency 
schools scattered throughout the West¬ 
ern States and territories. Early in 
her career as superintendent she be¬ 
came convinced, as she herself express¬ 
es It, that “among all children, Indians 
and whites alike, the shortest road to 
the brain is through the hand.’’ In a 
perfunctory way manual training had 
been in operation befor* Miss Reel re¬ 
ceived her appointment, but since then 
it has received close attention and the 
results have been gratifying in the 
extreme. In the early days of the re¬ 
public most Indian teachers sought to 
lift the aboriginal mind to the plane of 
Christian enlightenment by means of 
texts and sermons, catechisms and in¬ 
junctions, and too commonly their ef¬ 
forts ended in the sad realization that 
the seed was sown on stony ground. 
Ilalf a century ago some teachers be¬ 
gan to realize that the chief need of the 
Indian is for practical education Involv¬ 
ing manual training and actual Intro¬ 
duction Into the arts and Industries of 
their Caucasian neighbors, and the ef¬ 
forts of those teachers who adopted 
this plan were always more or less 
fruitful. It was not until the advent 
of Miss Reel that the system was given 
a really fair trial. The result lias been 
so satisfactory that doubtless the work 
will be still further developed In fu¬ 
ture. Observers of educational prog¬ 
ress are Impressed with the increasing¬ 
ly practical character of Instruction In 
our own schools; the kindergarten has 
passed the experimental stage and be¬ 
come an Important educational factor; 
manual training has been substituted 
for the dreary grind of word drill, to 
the Immeasurable benefit of pupils, and 
nature teaching is rapidly replacing the 
husks of dead knowledge iu every uni¬ 
versity and In all the better normal 
; schools and high schools, as well as in 
i many of the primary schools through¬ 
out the country. 

In speaking of the benefits accruing 
from this system of education Miss 
s Reel said recently: “The benefits of 
j this educatlonnl revolution to the ehll-

WHERE IMMIGRANTS LAND. 

Extensive Quarters Being Bnilt on 
Ellis Island, New York. 

Early next year the Immigrant who 
arrives In New York Bay will make hls 
first landing on free soli In one of a set 
of spacious buildings which are now in 
course of erection on Ellis Island, New 
York Bay. The new Immigrant sta¬ 
tion, when completed, will consist of 
the large examination and office build¬ 
ing, n restaurant, laundry and bath¬ 
house, a power-house and a hospital 
and a physician’s house. All of these 


migrants entering through this port a 
wooden building 750x250 feet " at 
erected on Ellis Island as a station al 
an expense of between $500,000 and 
$000,000. It was opened on New Year’s 
Day, 1891. On the night of June 13, 
1897, the big nondescript building, de¬ 
scribed at the time as a veritable tin- 
derbox, was burned to the ground, for¬ 
tunately without the loss of a life. The 
Immigration office was moved back to 
Its original home in the barge office 
and preparations were made for the 
construction of a series of fireproof 
buildings to replace the old buildings.

Ccek shooting in tall corn is as easy 
to the expert as it is puzzling to the 
novice. You will, of course, work with 
the rows, uot across them, and if you 
are wise you will shoot at every 
glimpse of a bird and very frequently 
after nil Instant's sight of him. when 
you can only guess where he Is. Sharp 
work, say ye. my masters. Yes. In a 
measure, but not so wonderful after all. 
You certainly must be ever ready and 
swift and smooth In action, but actual 
sight of the bird at the Instant of pull¬ 
ing trigger is not necessary. 

Green corn won’t stop even fine shot, 
and your charge will give a pattern as 
big as a bushel basket: hence the shak¬ 
ing of a leaf, the flick of a vanishing 
wing, are enough for the master of the 
art. In an instant his gun Is on the 
spot where a species of lightning cal¬ 
culation tells him the bird should he. 
and the trigger Is pressed without the 
slightest delay* The difficulty with the 
novice Is to get him to shoot at once In¬ 
stead of waiting In vain for a clear 
view. Experts kill bird after bird iu 
this way. The novice must dismiss all 
thoughts of empty shells. No good 
sportsman worries over misses, though 
he will learn from failures how to hold 
next time. There Is no royal road to 
success In the field. Nothing but ex¬ 
perience really counts. So let the nov¬ 
ice crack away, although lie may only 
get one bird !n ten. We all know what 
he'll get if he doesn’t shoot at all.—

are to be fireproof. The government 
does not intend that the catastrophe 
which destroyed the old station on the 
night of June 15, 1897, and threatened 
the lives of between 200 and 300 immi¬ 
grants, shall be repeated.

Queen Catherine obtained pins from 
France, and. In 1343. an act was pass¬ 
ed: “That no person shall put to sale 
any pinnes but only such as shall be 
double beaded and have the heads sold¬ 
ered fast to the shank of the pinnes. 
well smoothed, the shank well shapen. 
',he points well round filed, cauted and 
sharpened.” 

At this time most pins were made of 
brass, but many were also made of 
Iron, with a brass surface. France sent 
i large number of pins to England 
until about the year 1020. 

In this year one John Tilsby started 
pinmaking In Gloucestershire. So suc¬ 
cessful was his venture that he soon 
had 1.500 persons working. These pins 
made at Stroud were held in high re- 
pute. 

In 1030 pinmakers combined and 
founded a corporation. The industry 
was carried on at Bristol and Birming¬ 
ham. the latter becoming the chief 
center. In 1775 prizes were offered for 
the first native made pins and needles 
In Carolina, and during the war in 1812 
pins fetched enormous prices. 

Pins vary from 3Vi inches in length 
to the small gilt entomologists’ pin; 
4.500 weighing about an ounce.—Good 
Words.

modern method are Incomparably 
greater to Indian children tlinu to their 
Caucasian contemporaries. Allowing 
for exceptional cases, the Indian child 
Is of lower physical organization than 
the white child of corresponding nge. 
Hls forearms are smaller aud hls fin¬ 
gers and hands less flexible; the very 
structure of hls bones nnd muscles will 
not permit so wide a variety of man¬ 
ual movements ns are customary 
among Caucasian children, and his 
very insrtlncts and modes of thought 
are adjusted to this Imperfect manual 
development. In like manner hls face 
is without that complete development 
of nerve and muscle which gives char¬ 
acter to expressive features; hls face 
seems stolid because it is without the 
mechanism of free expression, and at 
the same time hls mind remains meas¬ 
urably stolid because of the very ab¬ 
sence of mechanism for its own expres¬ 
sion. In short, the Indian Instincts aud 
nerves and muscles and bones are ad¬ 
justed one to another, and all to the 
habits of the race for uncounted gener¬ 
ations, and hls offspring cannot be 
taught to be like the children of the 
white man until they are taught to do 


In order to provide greater Isolation 
for the hospital and furnish a basin for 
the anchorage of the steamers’used in 
transporting the immigrants, a new 
island, about three acres in extent, has 
been made southwest of the main Isl¬ 
and and parallel to It. The two are 
connected on the Jersey City side by a 
crib. The hospital Is being built on 
the Jersey City end of this new rect¬ 
angle of land. The physician’s house is 
to stand ou the southwestern extrem¬ 
ity. The other buildings are on the 
main island, the restaurant, laundry 
and bathhouse adjoining the main 
building on the northwest end and the 
power-house occupying the north side 
of the island. 

All of the buildings and the landing 
piers and ferry slip are to be connected 
with covered passageways, so that 
from the moment he lands on the isl¬ 
and until he leaves it the immigrant is 
uot once iu the open air uuless he is 
permitted to walk upon tiie broad prom¬ 
enade on the roof. There are no loop¬ 
holes by which he may leave without 
the consent of the officials.

Editor Enterprise: Having a little 
leisure will send you a line to let von 
know what life is on a horse transport. 
Our boat is a fine one, but the accom¬ 
modations for both stock and men 
leaves much to be wished for. 

The captain tried to run our Ameri¬ 
can stockmen German style but got 
left. The daily routine of work is coffee 
at <i o’clock a. in. immediately after 
water and feed horses. At 8 o’clock 
breakfast, after which we clean stalls. 
Work on a horse transport is no picnic 
by a long shot. Notwithstanding the 
boasted ventilation on these transports, 
it is as hot as Hades between decks. 
There are four electric fana running 
day and night, but were it not for the 
strong breeze blowing ever since we left 
port at San Francisco half of the horses 
would have been suffocated. As it is, 
we have had good luck and have lost 
only forty horses up to date. 

At noontide we eat dinner, after 
which we again water and feed stock. 
Then, after taking a smoke, if so in¬ 
clined, we occupy ourselves with gen¬ 
eral work until about 4 o’clock p. m., 
when we water and feed stock for the 
last time for the day. At 8:30 p.m. we 
have supper, after which we spend the 
rest of the evening enjoying ourselves 
as best we may. Sometimes it is an 
amateur concert. Sometimes a dance, 
or may be a sparring exhibition. By 
8:30 p. m. nearly every one is below 
and in bed. Thus far we have had 
good weather. The Baden boys are 
all doing well. Dreisse is in good 
spirits, so also is Ernest Barney, the 
latter is night watchman on the main 
deck. There lias been very little sea¬ 
sickness among the boys by reason of 
good weather for the first few days 
out, so that when it did commence to 
blow, we all had acquired a fair assort¬ 
ment of sea legs.

Child’s Dutch Hood. 

About 2 oz. of white or blue finger¬ 
ing. Make a Chain of 20. Work for 
about 3Mi or 4 inches for the back of 

_ the crown. In the 

next row, and with 
the picot facing you, 
work to within 2 
stitches of the end. 
Turn with 1 chain, 
and work to within 
2 stitches of the oth¬ 
er end. Repeat this 
row until only seven 
stitches r e m a I n. 
Break off the wool 
nnd with the picots 
facing you work 
from tlie right hand 
corner of the crown 

DUTCH HOOP. «P tl,e 8lde > 

the seven stitches 
and down the other side of the crown. 
Work from end to end of the crown 
for 3 Inches, thus forming the top and 
sides of the hood. With the picots 
facing you ngain, work to within 12 
stitches of the end ((! picots), turn with 

1 chain, and work to within 12 stitches 
of the end, turn and work to within 
18 stitches of the other end. Work 2 
rows from end to end. Work to with¬ 
in 18 stitches of the other end. Work 

2 rows from end to end. Work 1 row- 
more from end to end and round the 
back of the neck, missing 2 stitches 
(1 D C, 1 picot) four times in the cen¬ 
ter of the back. Work once all round 
in D C and finish off. This hood looks 
better lined with a thin silk, but it is 
not necessary to do so. 

Useful Hints. 

When packing dresses put paper be¬ 
tween the folds to prevent creasing. 

When making cold-water starch, If 
put to soak a few hours before mixing 
it will be found to be much smoother. 

Half an ounce of lavender flowers 
»nd half a teaspoonful of powdered 
cloves make a cheap and delightful 
sachet. 

The ravelings cut from new table¬ 
cloths before hemming are just what 
you want to mend thin places or holes 
in the older ones. 

Keep White Oowm Fresh. 

When putting away white gowns af¬ 
ter a season’s wear they should be 
wrapped in dark-blue paper, and a 
piece of white wax put among the 
folds. If possible the breadths should 
be ripped apart, and the material 
smoothed out carefully with the hand. 
They should then be Inclosed in a paper 
box with plenty of tissue paper. In 


this way the pure tint of the gown is 
preserved, and yellow stains prevented. 
Chiffons and laces shoul be ripped off, 
the wrinkles removed by a warm iron, 
and put in a separate box. White shoes 
should be rolled in blue paper when 
not in use. 

Picture Frame Design. 

One can scarcely have too many 
frames for the adornment of the house, 
and to enable one to enjoy photographs 
a' without their being 
soiled by exposure.

silk thread, or by 

— ^_ one accustomed to 
picture frame, needle work, in Ken¬ 
sington stitch. An effective method 
and one which any person can do is to 
button hole stitch the ribbon across, 
making the knot of the stitch just on 
the edge, going across it again, putting 
a stitch between every two with the 
knot on the other edge. This may be 
all in white, or use a colored linen for 
the background, or white linen and col¬ 
ored silks for the work. 

Cut a pasteboard the shape of the 
frame. Cover it with a thin layer of 
sheet cotton, then stretch the linen well 
over the pasteboard. Catch on the 
back with long stitches, put in the pho- 
togrnph desired, and then put a glass 
over the front, a neatly flnisliel paste¬ 
board on the back and bind the edges 
firmly with binding paper. Or if you 
wish a really well finished frame have 
a very narrow molding of wood put on.

It was a wonderful 
story, full of remarkable defeat and 
delineations, an Interweaving of divine 
and human deeds. He also told us of 
their covenant relation with God 
througli Abraham. And what seemed 
most interesting to me tlie promise 
that God had given them to the groat 
Messiah that was to come.”

How Camphor Is Prepared. 

Camphor is obtained by steaming 
caniphorwood chips in roughly built 
furnaces set up in the hill districts. A 
vapor arises from the steaming wood 
and condenses in cooled wooden recep¬ 
tacles, forming a snow-like deposit of 
eaniplior, containing, however, some 
quantity of oil. After removing the 
camphor from the condenser it is al¬ 
lowed to drain in tubs until a consider¬ 
able portion of tlie oil lias run off. The 
crude camphor is then placed in large 
iron retorts and after tlie openings in 
the latter have been closed and sealed, 
air is forced in to hasten the evapora¬ 
tion. Here it crystallizes as flowers of 
camphor. The camphor is now ready 
for pressing. This is accomplished by 
flrst shaping the camphor into tlie form 
of a block by the use of wooden molds, 
—Consul James W. Davidson.
